RAID made by Scotland Yard detec- 
A tives on a London fiat for ‘ sweep’’ 

tickets was mentioned when William 
McCarthy (41), described as an agent, with 
un address in London, was charged in the 
Dublin District Court yesterday, before Mr. 
Hannan, District Justice, on remand with 
the fraudulent conversion of moneys entrusted 
to him for payment to Irish Hospitals’ Trust, 
Limited. 

Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Office) 
prosecuting, said that a second charge had 
been preferred that morning relating to a 
further sum of £19 10s. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defending, said 
that he found it umpossible to deal with the 
charge in its present form. There were no 
dates given with the exception of two 
months. Mr. McCarthy, as an agent for the 
sweep, had been dealing with very large sums 
of money and with large numbers of counter- 
foils, and it was unreasonable to set out in 
the charge the dates between September and 
October only. He would like to have details 
of all the sums involved so that they might 
be checked. 

Mr. Hannan—I think the 
stands is valid. 

Mr. Burne—1! will ask you to pay particular 
attention to this branch of the case as re- 
gards the impossibility of defence. 

Detective Sergeant Heffernan said that he 
saw the accused man at the Bridewell that 
morning and preferred the second charge, to 
which McCarthy had replied: ‘‘ 1] have nothing 
to say.”

The hearing of the action of Richard 
Reeves Smyth and Patrick J. Smyth, sack 
manufacturers, Hawkins street and Poolbeg 
street, Dublin against the Dublin Theatre 
Company, proprietors of the Theatre aa 
Hawkins street, Dublin, was continued. © 
plaintifis claimed an injunction to restrain 
the defendants from permitting to remain 
any portion of the theatre which has, they 
say, caused, or will cause, a nuisance or 
obstruction to the access of light to the 
windows or skylights of their premises. 
They also ask for an inquiry regarding 
damage. 

Defendants deny that the new theatre 
obstructs or materially diminishes the light, 
or that the plaintiffs’ premises have been 
rendered unsuitable, and plead | that. the 
plaintiffs impliedly assented to the erection 
of the theatre. They say that if, contrary 
to their contention, the theatre has caused 
any obstruction, damages would be an ade- 
quate remedy instead Rí an injunction. 

Mr. Costello, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. A, Cox 
and Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., 
and Mr, Monks (instructed by Messrs. Hayes 
and Son) for the defendants. 

John Hamilton said that since the new 
theatre had been erected it shut out the 
light from the top floor, where printing in 
colours was carried on. It was impossible 
for the girls properly to carry on their work. 
The printing on cotton bags was a highly 
technical process, and flour merchants and 
manufacturers sing these bags required a 
high degree of perfection. They looked on 
the bag as advertising their products, and 
nothing but the best printing would satisfy 
them 

“They wan. their bags as well printed,”’ 
the witness said, ' as are the modern news: 
papers, arid this is not possible in such light 
as is available in this room at present.” 

The witness added that as a result of 
what he described as the bad light, all the 
colour printing had to be done in the plain- 
tiffs’ factory. Thére was a serious falling 
off in the amount of work done in the rooms 
affected by the want of light, as the girls 
had to stop the machines [frequently to see 
how the work was being printed. Another 
cause of the decrease in the output was ex- 
cessive overseeing, due to the bad light. 
Previous to the erection of the new theatre 
there had been no complaints about bad light. 

Mr. FitzGibbon, opening the case for the 
defence, said that he hoped to be able to 
satisfy the Court that there was not a single 
room in the plaintiffs’ factory at the moment 
which had not adequate light for ordinary 
purposes. including the work in which the 
firm was engaged. Mr. Waldron, one of 
the greatest experts on the system of lighting 
of buildings, who had written a brochure on 
the question. and who had acted as arbitrator 
in ancient lights cases in the English courts, 
would give evidence that there was abundant 
light not only in the top floor, but also in 
the other floors. The new building had 
slightly interfered with the light on the 
ground floor, but the interference was in- 
finitesimal 

The further hearing was adjourned antil 
next Wednesday.

DEVELOPMENT OF ART IN 
IRELAND

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY’S WORK 


The part played by the Royal Dublin 
Society in the development of art in Ireland 
was dealt with by Mi C. P. Curran, M.A, 
in a lecture to the members of the Society 
at Ballsbridge last night. 

Mr. Curran referred to the new develop 
ment in art in the eighteenth century, when 
craft work was associated for the most part 
with architecture, and the departure, be- 
ginning about 1740, when the first period of 
good Dublin building began. ‘This coincided 
with the establishment of the art schools of 
the Dublin Society, which had been founded 
by a group of patriotic Irishmen in 1732. 
In the meantime Dr. Madden, by a system 
of premiums awarded by the Society, en- 
deavoured to develop promising talent, and 
by 1740 the Society had undertaken its own 
work of instruction in the arts and crafts, 
beginning by taking over the school formerly 
conducted by Robert West, at George’s lane. 
The subjects taught included ornamentation 
and figure sculpture, !andscape painting, and 
architectural drawing. the school flourishing 
until the middle of the nineteenth century. 

Emphasising the importance of the school, 
he pointed out that no fewer than 10,000 
students availed themselves of its instruction, 
and he suggested that the wealth of the 
Rococo work in Dublin could be attributed, 
not. to Italians or foreign craftsmen, but to 
the students who studied there. 

Mr. Curran also referred to some of the 
many brilliant men associated with the 
Society’s school.

LAW 


THE OUESTION OF 
APPEALS 


A REMARKABLE ENGLISH 
DECISION

mittee of Inquiry into Patent, Design 
and Trade Mark Law, at 45 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday, 

Mr. A. B. Tomkins ms Tomkins and 
Co., Patent Agents, Dublin) said that during 
the past twenty years there had been only 
two reported appeals from the British 
Registrar in connection with designs. Since 
the British Act of 1932 was passed, it had 
been possible to appeal to a tribunal. He 
thought that something cheaper. than an 
appeal to a court should be provided. 

In connection with trade marks the chief 
difficulty was the interpretation of Section 
99 of the Act, which provided that a regis- 
tered trade mark could only be assigned to- 
gether with the goodwill of the business con- 
cerned. Circumstances in the Free State were 
changing rapidly, and as a great number of 
articles hitherto imported were now made 
here, it seemed right that where there was a 
transfer of goods it should also be possible 
to transfer the trade mark by which these 
goods were sold. He believed that the most 
satisfactory way of dealing with this diffi- 
culty would be to completely cancel Section 
99, and to make any amendment of this sec- 
tion retrospective. 


TRANSFER OF TRADE MARKS 


Within the last few years trade marks had 
been rather less tied up with the goodwill of 
a particular business, and wag now identified 
with a particular manuefacturer so much as 
with a particular type of goods. In England 
there had been a cigarette manufacturer who 
assigned some of his trade marks to another 
firm. The assignment was challenged by and 
taken to court, where a decision was given to 
the effect that a manufacturer who assigned 
any of his trade marks would have to assign 
his whole business and the trade marks con- 
nected with it. 

In reply to Mr. E. A. Cleary, the witness 
said that the average cost to an Jrish apphi- 
cant for a patent up to the time he was given 
the grant would be from £30 to £355. The 
cost of a search alone would be from £12 to 
£16. The preparation of files, drawings, etc., 
would cost about £150.

Betting and gambling were mentioned by 
the Rev. N. D. Emerson, M.A., LL.B., 
Ph.D., speaking at the eighty-sixth annual 
public meeting of the City of Dublin Young 
Men’s Christian Association, which was held 
in the Metropohtan Hall, Y.M.C.A. Build- 
ings, Lower Abbey street, Dublin, last night.

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BEETHOVEN S MASS IN C 
PRESENTED 


Beethoven's Mass in C was presented by 
the University of Dublin Choral] Society at 
the three hundredth and fifth concert of the 
Society, which is now in its ninety-ninth 
season. This Mass in C was the first of two 
Masses which Beethoven composed, and pre- 
ceded the greater and more widely known 
Mass in D by some sixteen years. 

With his somewhat limited resources 
yesterday afternoon Dr. George P. Hewson 
gave a very illuminating and enjoyable per- 
formance. Orchestrally the work of the 
stfings was good, with Signor Grossi a very 
no leader, but the piano, well though it 
was handled by Miss Betty Hewson, was a 
poor substitute for the wind. The choir 
carried a difficult task commendably. There 
was plenty of spirit and vigour in their 
singing—indeed at times a little too much—so 
that the tone occasionally became a little 
uneven and ragged. Generally speaking, 
however, the tone was good. The parts were 
somewhat unbalanced. 

The entry of the basses in the “Kyrie” 
was splendidly impressive and at once caught 
the proper spirit. There was some fine 
singing in the ‘“‘Gloria.’’ One liked the sing- 
ing of the solo tenor :ine by Mr. Robert 
McCullagh. The music lay well on the voice 
and the tone was good and round. Miss 
Mabel Home’s solo lead in the ‘‘ Qui tollis”’ 
was also finely sung, and the quartet here 
were impressive. 

In the ““Quoniam ' there was some very 
fine work, the contrasts being well pointed. 
The ‘“‘Credo’’ was not quite so impressive. 
The “Oui propter’’ was, however, well pre- 
sented, though one would have liked a more 
marked rallentando at the close of that move- 
ment. The “ Et incarnatus’”’ lacked gripping 
intensity in the solo parts, and the tenor 
soloist might have made more of the phrase 
‘‘et homo factus est.” However, the con- 
cluding movements, and especially the in- 
spiring “ Et vitam venturi,’ were sung with 
splendid fervour. 

Impressive also was the treatment of the 
*Sanctus,’’ but the ‘‘ Benedictus,’’ though 
well sung by the choir, somehow sounded un- 
even.

Grinily College Library 


During the past few months many 
questions have been asked by visitors to 
Trinity regarding the new building which 
is being erected in the Front Square. This 
building, which is rapidly assuming shape, 
is to be a new reading room for users of 
the Library. It is proving a source of 
great interest to Trinity people and 
visitors alike. Wher excavations for the 
foundation had been finished Jast Septem- 
ber the place looked like a stagnant lake, 
but now a stately pile of granite is being 
built around the steel frame-work, and 
the whole promises to be a very elegant 
addition to Trinity’s many buildings. ‘he 
entrance to the new reading room will be 
through the Hall of Honour. This Hall 
of Honour. which is between the Library 
and the Examination Hall, is a war 
memorial to the alumni of the college 
who gave their lives in the Great War. 
It is built in Greek temple shape, and 
is one of the most beautiful war memorials 
in existence. It was opened by the 
Provost in 1928. The history of the 
Library itself is very interesting. Its 
foundations were laid in 1712, and it was 
finished twelve years later at a cost of 
£17.000—a sum which would need to be 
increased enormously to-day to pay for a 
building of the same size. The long room 
of the Library, which is open to the public, 
is 209 feet long and 40 feet wide.

time it is the Campanile—the large bell 
which is directly opposite the Front Gate. 
The bell rings for University examina- 
tions, meetings of the Senate, and Chapel 
on Sunday mornings. Its somnolent tone 
always has a depressing effect on the poor 
undergraduate as he wends his weary way 
to an appointment with the Court of 
Examiners. The Campanile was built in 
18535 by Lord John George Beresford, who, 
as well as being Chancellor of the 
University, was also Archbishop of 
Armagh. The bell is rung by one of the 
College porters, and weighs over 51 
hundredweights ; the clapper alone weighs 
more than two hundredweights. The cross 
which is on the - of the whole structure 
seems guite small when seen from the 
ground. Actually it is eight feet high. 


Cycle-Polo Rules 


In the closing years of the last century 
cyclo-polo became amazingly popular in 
Dublin, and most of the racing cyclists, 
as well as other enthusiasts, lied to 
form various teams that met, quite 
literally, in the clash of battle. It was 
only a matter of time until ladies took 
up the game really seriously, and soon a 
Dublin wag suggested an entirely new 
set of rules for these players. Hero are 
a few of them :— 

“The lady in goal must not read 
novelettes. 

“ Not more than six players may ex- 
postulate with the referee at the same 
time. 

““ Ladies are requested not to scream on 
the Milltown ground, owing to the proxi- 
mity of the railway station. 

“ Pocket mirrors can be had from the 
groundsman. 

‘The referee’s decision is final, but 
every player is entitled to her own 
opinion.”’ 

Looking over some snapshots of a cycle- 
polo tournament held in Dublin in the 
year 1898, I came to the conclusion that 
it must have been one of the most dan- 
gerous games ever played. Yet. for a 
while, at any rate, it cast a spell over the 
cyclists of this country. 


Gaelic Egotism 


There is a story of a new arrival, being 
conducted through celestial regions, who 
noticed a little group apparently oblivious 
to all around them. When he inquired 
their identity, his guide replied: ‘‘ They 
are members of such-and-such a sect, and 
they are firmly convinced that there is 
nobody here except themselves.”’ 

I have been frequently reminded of 
this story by the freedom with which some 
speakers of Gaelic, especially among the 
younger generation, discuss private affairs 
in public, firm in the belief that none of 
the other people present know the 
language. 

While Mr. Jack O’Sheehan, of the 
Irish Hospitals’ Trust, and I were wait- 
ing for the lift on the fourth floor of a 
Government building, a number of girl 
workers passed, and one inquired of 
another, in Irish, ‘‘ Who are those two 
men?” To which her friend replied, also 
in Irish, ‘‘ One is Jack O’Sheehan, but 
I don’t know the other.” Mr, O’Sheehan 
commented on the manner in which they 
took our ignorance of the language for 
granted. 

Why should this be? It is not neces- 
sary to wear the Fainne in order to know 
the language. -Some day, perhaps in a 
tram car, an unsuspected Irish speaker 
will administer a stinging retort to young 
people who comment aloud and freely on 
the personal aspect of their fellow- 
travellers, and they will be shocked into 
silence. 


A Legend of the Sea 


A few days ago I had the privilege of 
speaking to a well-known leader of the 
Gaelic movement, who is also an author 
of no mean order. He told me that he 
had quite recently paid a visit to the 
island of Arranmore, which last autumn 
was so much spoken of throughout the 
world, and especially here in Ireland. 
What he found in the island came as a 
great surprise to him. He had gone there 
expecting to see a grief-stricken people, 
but his expectations were not realised. 
Instead of hearing everyone lamenting the 
loss of kindred and of friends, he dis- 
covered that already within the few weeks 
which had elapsed a new legend of heroism 
was growing. This legend was being told 
round the island, and the children were 
growing up to speak in tones of awe and 
amazement about the heroism of the survivor 
of the tragic boat-wreck. In such a way, 
he said, these simple island folk turn the 
story of the direst tragedy into a legend 
of beauty and heroism—a legend which, 
we can well believe, will be told to their 
children and their children’s children, and 
longer still. When the sophisticated out- 
side world will have long since forgotten 
all about the shipwreck the story of these 
heroic “toilers of the sea” will live, 
fresh and luxuriint, on the wind-swept

indisputable axiom that the smallest economic 
scale on which this trade can be taken up is 
one implying the installation of, at least, six 
sets of machines, with the extensive 
dyeing, preparing, spinning, weaving anid 
finishing machinery necessary to work with 
this size of carding plant, and requiring many 
thousands of pounds of capital. An. up-to- 
date plant of this size could handle about 60 
- sg of shoddy per week (12,4001bs.), 
producing about 10, yards (per week) of 
56-inch cloth (or, say, half a million yards 
per year), without working any overtime Ii 
working night and day with a double staff. 
as is frequently done in Yorkshire (ss it is 
much more profitable and cuts capital expen- 
diture im two for each yard of cloth), this 
would mean over a million yards per year. 
Can the clothing manufacturers engage to 
give full per employment to even one 
mill of this size? A good export trade 
would employ many mills with thousands of 
workers. It does this in the South of Scot- 
land. Then this mill would have to import 
all its raw material—as the style of cardi 
machinery best suited for this shoddy wor 
would be altogether unsúitable for our own 
raw materials (Irish wools). 

And this class of material coming in at 
present pays a duty of 10s. per cental, so 
that any Irish manufacturer taking up this 
trade is handicapped in his competition with 
the English makers. With the size of plant 
I have named it would mean a duty of £62 
per week: £3,200 a year. 

And then when the Irish clothiers trade 
was filled what further expansion of this 
trade would be possible—none whatever, and 
the product of the mill would have to seek 
an opening in competition with the York- 
shire manufacturers, who with their hands 
have had generations of experience at this 
work—and having immense output and 
practically unlimited capital. While, owing 
to the limited styles of cloth which can be 
produced in this material, novelty or artistic 
taste is of small account in securing sales— 
cheapness being the chief consideration. As 
to output which some of the Yorkshire mills 
have, I may say that in one of them a few 
months since was told by the carding 
department manager, who was showing me 
round, that his firm had about: 100 sets of 
cards running and that a neighbouring firm 
had 200—and our small mil] would 
have to compete with scores of firms of this 
style having this immense mass production, 
and, therefore, able to secure every possible 
economy in cost. 

How different the case would be with high 
class Irish tweeds made from our own raw 
material—our fine Irish wools—which with 
the moderate amount of help they were 
getting against the tariff barriers imposed 
against them were steadily winning a out: 
standing reputation for quality and attractive- 
ness. For making these goods we have in 
our own country (i) a variety of wools which 
cannot be surpassed; (2) machinery exactly 
suited for handling them, and (á) 1 have no 
doubt, artistic capacity capable of producing 
attractive combinations of colours an 
weaves, and.with these advantages we have 
the whole world as a ready market. Paris 
is steadily increasing its purchases of our 
Irish tweeds and I have recently seen inquiries 
for them from Scandinavia, Holland, Vienna. 
Cyprus, Jerusalem, Cape Town, etc., and 
many from America. 

Almost everyone acquainted with the trade 
knows what has been done in gaining a world 
wide business by French firms (Rodiers, 
Myers, etc.) by giving close attention to the 
two points of quality and beauty of 
colours and makes, and so little 
does cheapness count in this trade 
that some of these French cloths are being 
sold in London at present at Ws. per yard. 
This trade requires a natural artistic taste, 
which is not universal, but which a study 
of the matter which I made for business 
reasons some time since at Leipzig and Paris 
Fairs and in other Continental directions, as 
well as at the British Industries’ Fair and 
the much-vaunted ‘“ Art in Industry ” Exhi- 
bition in’ Burlington House last year, coupled 
with experience IT have had of the capabilities 
of some of our Irish workers, showed me 
very definitely that there is an amount of 
natural Irish artistic taste, which, if it got 
proper development and training, would be 
fully equal, if not superior, to most of what 
can be found anywhere in Europe—so much 
so that I would have no fear whatever of 
our Irish tweeds in a short time having in 
any respect to take second place in com- 
parison with Rodiers or any other. 

At the British Industries’ Fair, on asking 
at several of the wholesale cloth merhcants’ 
stands where goods, which I saw were the 
most attractive in the stand, were made, ] 
received in every case the reply: ‘‘ Made in 
Ireland. 

At the Art in Industry Exhibition, on the 
other hand, many of the Yorkshire woollens 
exhibited showed clearly the inevitable result 
of aiming as a first point at cheapness, and 
it sumehow does not seem right that,’ in 
order to enable the clothiers to supply a 
shoddy suit of Irish cloth slightly lower in 
price, but really dearer, than those made of 
Irish wools, that the small bounty should be 
withdrawn, and the se promising prospects 
of a very large export trade very much 
thrown back.—Yours, etr.,

The Sunday Orchestral Concert, with its 
usual programme of music for which some 
preparation is needed for the full enjoy- 
ment of the listener, will be given this 
reek under the direction of Dr. Adrian 
Boult. One work for performance is Bela 
Bartok’s set of Four Orchestral Pieces, an 
example of modern Hungarian music, 
thoroughly characteristic of its composer. 
Also there is Falla’s ‘‘ Nights in the 
Gardens of Spain,” which was played as 
recently as Thursday last under Sir 
Thomas Beecham—with Clifford Curzon 
as soloist—in the Royal Philharmonic 
Society’s concert. Scored for pianoforte and 
orchestra, the solo work on this occasion 
has been given to Irene Kohler. Two 
Bach items, arranged by Bantock and 
Respighi, respectively, conclude the pro- 
gramme. 

A high standard of performance may be 
expected in the concert of the London and 
North-Eastern Railway Music Society, 
which Leslie Woodgate will conduct for 
relay from the Royal Hall, Harrogate. 
The soloists are Noel Eadie (soprano) and 
Stuart Robertson (baritone), each of whom 
will sing to orchestral accompaniment. 
The programme also includes men’s 
chorus unaccompanied, and men’s chorus 
with orchestra. (North, 2.30.) 

The popular concert in the National 
programme at 9 will be given by the 8.B.C. 
Theatre Orchestra, conducted by Stanford 
Robinson. In a very attractive choice of 
music, Frank Titterton (tenor) will sing 
operetta music with chorus and orchestra.

HERE are two welcome books. The 
' former is a work of great weight, 
in which the authors appear to be going 
over Trevelyan’s ground and correcting 
that well-known writer by a closer adhesion 
to documents, and perhaps by a cooler 
judgment. | 
The present volume—which follows one 
on the generation of the Italian patriotic 
movement—deals with a highly. critical 
moment in the Risorgimiento. We are 
shown Pio Nono as the friend of the 
patriotic cause, striving to secure a settle. 
ment which would content the nationalists 
without imperilling the Church or the 
Church’s interests in other lands. Then. 
tragically, the Pope was forced to the side 
of reaction. The Liberalism which he 
favoured turned upon him. We read :— 
It fell very hardly on Pius. because 
his hands were tied; he had to defend 
the Church; but in the other States the 
rulers were only called upon to become 
constitutional monarchs, and Charles 
Albert did so, and that was the next 
important step in the advance of Italy. 
The truth ie that all revolutions are 
hard and brutal, and any historian who 
omits that fact has failed his duty. If 
any of the right thinking men among the 
agitators of that day had been challenged 
on this question he would have replied : 
it is very sad, but there is no alternative 
even imaginable. The movement must 
oon, The Austrians are stil] stil) there. 
he work of the nation must go for- 
ward—until we have a representative 
Government and an armed force of our 
own. This is the cause of the people 
and the cause of Italy. . 
The Italians were moving by the 
gentlest means possible, in Rome by the 
agitazione amorosa ; and the most interest- 
ing passage in a very fine book is that 
which tells how that phrase came into 
use. Though war came, the revolution 
was carried through, to issue in a united 
ltaly, with purer methods than has 
marked other revolts. 


A Glowing Account 


The risorgimiento

Mr. Herbert Vivian’s account 
of Italy under its new mode of rule gives 
a glowing account of the nation, its 
works and its chiefs, going over the 
whole ground. The final chapter deals 
with Abyssinia. It is made up 
largely of matter that we have seen 
in Italian war propaganda, such as 
accounts, with pictures, of the torture and 
mutilation of prisoners by the Ethiopians. 
“The favourite native sport is spearing 
human beings, and the death of every male 
in that way entitles the killer to an addi- 
tional brass-ring on his spear,” 

Mr. Vivian is a lively writer. His book 
brims with good things, like the Italian 
account of cricket, which ‘finds it so 
absurd, á l’ Anglaise, that half the players 
should spend half the time looking on from 
a chalet! Of the Camorra he gives a long 
account, which reminds us of American 
gangster life, in a more romantic setting 
than Chicago’s~ streets. His study of 
Napoleon’s library at Elba, where volumes 
show by the marking that the Emperor 
seldom had patience beyond the first few 
chapters, is extremely good. 

One of these books is weighty and 
important, the other light, yet hardly less 
important, for readers who wish to under- 
stand the new Italy.

From the Irish Shore. By Denis Ireland, 
London: Rich and Cowan, 7/6 net. 


R EVIEWING Captain Ireland’s former 
book--a little volume of impres- 
sionistic essays—we spoke of him as one 
of Ulster’s most promising younger men ; 
his new book sustains the promise. 

Captain Ireland is a roiling stone. He 
is a Belfast man, a scion of a well-known 
linen family. He fought through the 
Great War, on more than one front; he 
roamed the Continent and America in the 
peace, and moved restlessly through the 
new Ireland. Always he observed, with 
a questioning eye, and recorded his 
thoughts wth a pen that etches clearly. 
His mind is, perhaps, characteristic of his 
age and kind, sceptical, eager for interest, 
lacking in enthusiasm, but sometimes wist- 
ful. Are his rambles a pilgrimage? If so, 
to what shrine? That might be asked of 
many, of whom it seems that. thus far, 
their caravans have started only for the 
dawn of nothingness. 

Belfast begins the story of this volume 
of roving impressions. It is une ville 
sanglante, ral in bricks, tramcars and 
blood on the streets. In the factory of 
the author’s father, the hand-loom 
weavers used to work in stockinged feet. 
Pictures and mottoes from newspapers, 
pasted on every loom, betrayed the worker’s 
religion.

** Still Provincial “' 


The atmosphere of Dublin struck 
Captain Ireland as “' still provincial,’’ but 
it is not clear how he finds Belfast to be 
larger-minded. He does not commit him- 
self either to Republicanism or to 
nationalism. He gives up. apparently, 
the imperial idea under Dublin’s fascina- 
tion, but only to become indecisive, 
cosmopolitan, and we make bold to say 
unsatisfying. 

In America Captain Ireland found that 
all readers “ have been taken in by the 
romantic Mr. Donn Byrne, and imagine 
that in Ireland we spend our entire lives 
in the saddle, only ‘descending now and 
again to wager the old family mansion 
(heavily mortgaged) with an intoxicated 
bookmaker who talks like a mixture of 
Mr. W. B. Yeats and blind Raftery the 
poet.” 

Sometimes, Captain Ireland found his 
way into the Gaelic literary field. As a 
soldier, in Bantry Bay, he left his fellow- 
officers to their pursuits and read Joyce's 
“ Trish Place-Names,"’ which he calls “a 


pathway into a world full of clear, 
magical light, which for some reason 
reminds one of Homer and the Greek 
Islands.” He went to the Aran Islands, 
and agreed with a Gaelic Leaguer that 
‘*There’s more real culture on those rocks 
than there is in the whole of Great Britain 
and America.” Professor Corkery’s two 
books of criticism overwhelmed him, but 
he has strong views against the censorship. 


Religion and Art 


Back he comes to religion, when he is 
at home in Belfast. ‘ D.K., who is a 
Catholic, says that the Irish Catholic 
writer has always received his illumina- 
tion direct from Europe; that Ulster 
Presbyterianism has received it at one 
remove, via Edinburgh, that is, when it 
has received it at all; and that England 
has always been for both a barrier, an 
excellent barrier for those who are pre- 
pared to lose themselves in the English 
tradition, but still something that comes 
between us and the original source of our 
illumination.

HE author of this essay in scepticism 
is lecturer in philosophy at Christ 
Church, Oxford. His first chapter is his 
weightiest: “The Elimination of Meta- 
physics’’; for in it he lays down his 
principles, tending to the view: that 
gi. ao Rd] are a myth, of which the 
scientific mind can take no 
cognisance. Then he proceeds to discuss 
such problems as “‘ What is truth ?’’—on 
which it is hard to find anything new to 
say now!—and the self and survival. It 
is only to be expected that he thinks 
survival an absurd belief. What cannot 
be proved by empirical science has no 
logical existence for him. Without the 
word ‘‘empiric’’ the book would fall to 
pieces; it is the keynote of every chapter, 
almost every paragraph. 

Morality and esthetics become mere 
expressions of taste in this system. They 
relate to no demonstrable principles. They 
cannot, as Kant hoped, be ae as proof 
of the Divine; and as for “ the possi- 
bility of religious knowledge.” we are 
told that it ‘‘ has already been ruled out’”’ 
by the author’s treatment of metaphysics. 
We have heard all this before, and so has 
every generation for the last two thousand 
years. The chailenge and its answer are 
as old as Christianity, and most folk have 
made up their minds on one side or the 
other long since..

M R. STEPHEN McKENNA has taken

HETHER the real authors of these 

stories are the ex-Legionnaires, Arm- 
strong and Querle, or, in reality, Mr. 
Elliott himself, does not much matter. 
Both are remarkable books, and well 
worth the reading. Mr. Elliott’s style is 
graphic and agreeable ; he has so much to 
tell of life and adventure that he. wastes 
few words in descriptive passages, or 
analyses of the characters. Actually both 
Armstrong and Querle were luckier than 
the vast majority of those who join the 
Légion des Etrangéres. They won promo- 
tion and honour, and were not treated 
with such vile abuse as some of their 
fellow-Legionnaires. ‘‘ Allah il Allah ”’ is 
more like a romantic novel than a serious 
study of conditions in the Legion, while 
the hero of “ Legion of Hell ” has some 
full-blooded experiences with women before 
he decides to make an effort to regain his 
manhood in the service of France. 


A Strange Coincidence 


It is natural that one should suspect 
the authenticity of these books after read- 
ing them virtually at the same sitting— 
though that in itself is a distinct compli- 
ment on the part of the reviewer.

Manners Makyth Man 


There was a time when this country was 
famous throughout the world for the 
natural courtesy of its people, and Irish 
men and women always have had a well 
deserved reputation for good manners. In 
the good old days before the War political 
feeling was running fairly high in Ireland. 
The country was divided sharply into two 
camps, and very little quarter was either 
requested or given on political platforms ; 
but, on the whole, the conduct of political 
controversy was decent, and men. who in 
public life were the most bitter opponents 
contrived privately to bury their differences 
and very often to be close personal friends. 
Since the Sinn Fein movement rose to 
power, however, there has been a vast 
change—and it has not been a change for 
the better. At the beginning the young 
men of the new party showed nothing but 
disdain for the members and adherents 
of the Redmondite group, whom they 
described contemptuously as “ traitors ”; 
and the general election of 1918, which 
wiped the old Nationalist Party out of 
existence, was marked by an element of 
personal bitterness which formerly had 
been entirely lacking from Irish affairs. 
This tendency developed with dreadful 
effect during the civil war. Men who 
formerly had worked and fought together— 
brothers, relatives, and intimate friends— 
took different sides in the quarrel, and for 
more than a year the war was fought with 
that intensity of hatred which always seems 
to accompany civil strife. The party that 
was working the Treaty could not forgive | 
the Republicans for their armed attack on 
the infant State, and the way in which 


| they brought ruin and desolation to such a 


large part of Southern Ireland. The 
Republicans, on the other hand, accused 
their opponents of base treachery to the 
ideal of independence. They declared that 
the architects of the Saorstát had “ sold 
the pass ” to the Saxon; they refused for 
five years to recognise the authority of 
Dáil Eireann, which they stigmatised as 
a usurping assembly, and their printing 
presses poured out a constant stream of 
vituperation against those other Irishmen 
who were doing their best for their country 
in their own way. 

There may have been some excuse for 
personal bitterness immediately after the 
civil war, when 


ugly passions 


smouldering, and memories of injustices, 


were 


real and imaginary, still were fresh in 
youthful minds. The civil war, however, 
has been over for more than twelve years. 
One might have thought that by this time 
ancient feuds would have been buried, that 
personal spleens would have died down, 
and that a standard of common decency 
would have been created among the men 
into whose hands the Irish people had 
entrusted their destinies. Unhappily, the 
very opposite seems to be the case. The 
two big parties in Dáil Eireann remain 
rigidly at arm’s length. ‘‘ Fraternisa. 
tion ” between their members is virtually 
unknown, and those few ‘‘ back-benchers ”’ 
who have tried to make friends with one 
another outside the precincts of the House 
have been frowned upon by their superiors, 
One could understand a certain amount 
of bitterness between the less responsible 
members of the rank-and-file, who are 
prone to carry local squabbles from their 
remote constituencies into the conduct of 
national affairs; but surely one has a 
right to expect better things from the 
leaders. We hesitate to comment upon 
matters which, after. all, ought to be left 
to the good taste of men who occupy 
positions of power and influence in the 
nation; but there are: times when protests 
must be made against actions which tend 
to bring the whole Irish race into dis- 
repute. On Thursday evening in Dáil 
Eireann the Minister for Defence, who 
normally is a man of cultured behaviour, 
stooped to language which was unworthy 
of any. public representative. We are pre- 
pared to admit that Mr. P. J. McGilligan, 
who was the object of his abuse, is not 
the most tactful of debaters. and that he 
very often allows his ready tongue to 
mislead him into vituperative speeches, 
for which, we have no doubt, he after. 
wards is sorry , but no amount of provoca 
tion could justify the use of such terms 
as ' pig manure,”’ “vermin ” and “the 
stench of the excretion of his own foul 
mind.” Mr, Aiken, by the employment 
of such language, has been guilty of an 
unpardonable offence against good taste. 
However much Mr. McGilligan may have 
erred and strayed from the path of 
courteous conduct, a Minister of the State 
ought to be mindful of his position; 
and in this case, we fear. Mr. Aiken has 
been sorely at fault. 

We are all the more surprised at this 
display of shocking manners on the part 
of a Fianna Fáil Minister in view of the 
fact that the President of the Executive 
Council, whom Mr. Aiken was purporting 
to defend on Thursday, always has been 
a model of parliamentary propriety. We 
often have criticised the wisdom, and even 
the ethics, of Mr. de Valera’s policy; but 
we cannot remember a single occasion in 
his public life on which he has been guilty 
of a breach of taste. Under the severest 
provocation, inside and outside the Dáil, 
the President always has set a high 
example of courtly conduct, as even his 
bitterest enemies will admit, and we are 
quite sure that he would be the last man 
in Ireland to condone the lapses of his 
colleagues, The matter is of national 
importance. Saorstdt Kireann now has 
enjoyed an independent existence for some 
fourteen years. During that period of 
time praiseworthy efforts have been made 
to build up a national being of which 
every Irishman might be proud, and to 
establish in this country a mode of life. 
that should be worthy of a Christian 
State. How can Ministers expect the 
common people, whose name they con- 
stantly invoke, to adopt high standards 
of morality and behaviour when they 
themselves descend in the fullest glare of 
publicity to conduct that would be resented 
in the gutter? It is high time that Dáil 
Eireann should mend its ways. Week 
after week the newspapers continue to 


record ''scenes” in the national Parlia-. 


ment that would be a disgrace to a petty 
Balkan State. The people of the Free 


State are looking for a lead. They have

a long tradition of civilised existence, 


which in some respects has been the ad- 
miration of the whole world; but there 
can be no doubt that those traditions 
sustained a heavy blow during the years 
of civil commotion, and that the country 
never “has recovered from the loosening of 
moral fibre which followed the violence of 
those fearful days. The people are entitled 
to a lead from their rulers. Hitherto 
they have been sadly disappointed. and 
there is a rea] danger that they may cease 
to have the slightest respect for their 
national Parliament. We appeal to 
Ministers and members of the Opposition 
alike to abandon these miserable bickerings 
in the Ddil. At least they ought to behave 
themselves as gentlemen, and to remember 
that democracy has its responsibilities as 
well as its positions of power.

Easy Money 


A plea for some change in the present 
law of libel appeared in The Times 
yesterday over the signatures of thirty- 
four well-known British authors. Actions 
against authors and publishers have been 
increasing steadily for some time past, 
and it is pointed out that many of them 
are entirely frivolous, if not malicious. 
A plaintiff, for example, can allege that 
the description of some character in a 
book is a libel on himself, and, in order 
to make out a case, he has only to secure 
a witness or two who will swear that they 
recognised the resemblance. It is for the 
author and the publisher to prove that 
the character cannot be identified with 
the plaintiff, and such proof is difficult 
at times, because chance resemblances 
often exist between a character in fiction 
and some actual person. ‘‘ As the law 
stands,” states the letter, ‘‘ the way is 
open to people who fancy or pretend that 
they recognise touches of themselves in a 
character to make easy money, since, 
even if the author has never heard of, or 
seen, the plaintiff, he can still be mulcted 
in heavy costs and damages.’’ There 
certainly seems to be a need for reform, 
and the change would be welcomed not 
only by novelists, but by the newspapers. 
It is quite right that the ordinary citizen 
should be protected from malicious 
attacks oor caricatures in print, and 
should be able to get heavy damages when 
he has been injured in this way. There 
is little doubt, however; that the protec- 
tion given by law has been abused many 
times. An author never can be sure that 
one of his characters will not be taken to 
himself by some totally unknown person, 
and a faint resemblance used merely as 
u means to extract a large sum of money. 
Similarly, a newspaper tell 
statement, made in 
good faith, and perfectly harmless in its 
intention and effect, will not be 
against it in the same manner. The 
fact, suffer quite as 
severely from the law of libel as do the 
book Mistakes that are 
harmful deserve to be penalised, even 
though they are only mistakes, but heavy 
damages have been secured before now 
from minor errors—and even obvious 
misprints—which have caused no harm to 
the plaintiffs at all. Responsible pub- 
lishers and newspapers should not have 
to bear this burden. The letter in 
The Times suggests that plaintiffs shou. 
be required to prove that the defendant 
intended to refer to them in cases where 
there is a supposed resemblance to the 
fictional character; that damages should 
not be awarded except to the extent that 
actual damage is

the public as well protected as ever from 
genuine libel, and would discourage the 
many litigants who are merely in pursuit 
of “ easy money.” : 


Air Development 


Two four-engined 1,600 h.-p. mono- 
planes, capable of flying 3,000 miles non- 
stop, are to be delivered to the Air 
Ministry in about eight months’ time 
This is an item of news that has more 
than an ordinary interest for Ireland, for 
behind the plain statement in print is the 
fact that these machines will be used for 
experimenta] air mail flights across the 
Atlantic. Both have been ordered from 
the De Havilland Aircraft Company, and 
they are the latest additions to a growing 
list of machines to be used in the experi- 
mental stages of the Trans-Atlantic air 
service ot the future. We have already 
indicated in the columns of this news- 
paper that an area of calm water in the 
Shannon estuary some two miles north-east 
of Foynes has been chosen by the British 
technical experts as the site of an experi- 
mental European terminal ; but it must be 
realised that many flights must be made 
in both directions, and that many months 
—perhaps, even some years—must pass 
before a regular air-mail service can be 
attempted. It is well, then, that our 
national position in regard to coming 
developments should be considered care- 
fully and impersonally. Since the publi- 
cation of the news that Foynes had been 
chosen as an experimental base at least 
seven areas in the Irish Free State have 
put forward claims for prior recognition ; 
and some of these claims have been backed 
up by deputations to the Government, In 
Northern Ireland, too, there has been 
considerable dissatisfaction, not at the 
choice of the Shannon estuary as against 
some other Free State area, but because 
any place outside the Six Counties should 
have been chosen. This newspaper is read 
throughout the land, and with those of 
our friends and readers who could wish 
that another site had been chosen we can 
sympathise. At the same time, we con 
ceive it a good thing that Ireland has 
been chosen at all, and we are content to 
await developments. The people of this 
island can rest assured that in a matter 
of this sort every factor will be taken into 
consideration before a regular air-mail 
service comes into being.

Our Oldest Charity 


On March 15, 1790, eleven good and 
kindly citizens of Dublin met in a private 
residence, and together formulated a plan 
to help their less fortunate fellows. To- 
morrow marks the 146th anniveisary of 
that meeting; and, to all right-thinking 
citizens, it marks also an occasion. that 
should not pass unnoticed. There are 
many deserving charities within and with- 


out the capital of our country, but none, 
we believe, more worthy of support than 
that which is the oldest of them all—the 
Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ Society. 
From a small, but auspicious, meeting 
nigh on a century and a half ago a great 
work now has come into being; but, 
spreading across and down the intervening 
years, there has grown a gap between the 
help which the Society set out to afford 
and the need for that help. In the first 
year of its existence the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers’ Society came to the assist- 
ance of 129 poor families, totalling together 
516 persons. In 1934 almost forty times 
as many families, consisting of more than 
forty times as many people, were helped ; 
but there were also thousands of men, 
women and children that could not be 
given assistance because of lack of funds. 
No question of politics or religion is 
allowed to cramp the activities of this most 
benevolent organisation; for those who 
gave to it its first charter asked but to set 
up a treasury from which the sick and 
destitute, be they who they might, could 
draw a little help and comfort in their 
need. It is a lamentable commentary on 
our modern civilisation that after six 
generations the needs of the Society should 
have increased fifty-fold. Continued un- 
employment, coupled with increasing cost 
of all necessaries of life, has made many 
people poor who never knew poverty 
before. They are, for the most part, 
people who, once self-supporting, have 
been assailed by economic conditions out- 
side their ken; and, for the most part, 
they are too proud, ashamed or unwilling 
to seek help in the usual quarters. It is 
only through a Society helped by a charit- 
able public that they may be helped at all, 
and we appeal, therefore, to that public 
whose generosity and charitable outlook 
has helped the Society in the past to give 
again of the aid that will keep, or help to 
keep, their fellows from sad and often 
desperate want.

Machinery for Conciliation

Naturally, 
the action of the heart and the expansion 
and contraction of the lungs obscure the 
image during a long exposure, and even 
the stationary plant ordinarily employed 
cannot take exposures of less than one 
tenth of a second. The new apparatus 
thus represents an important technical 
advance in radiology, in addition to pos- 
sessing the further advantage that if 
allows patients to be X-rayed in their 
beds. The fact that it will be possible to 
entain rapid radiographs of patients who 
under present conditions could not be 
brought within reach of a rapid exposure 
apparatus furnishes the prospect of 
securing early diagnoses, which should 
result in a saving of many lives.

NO STIR IN LONDON 


One of the most curious features of the 


whole situation is the manifest lack of 
nterest taken in it by the British public. 
The man in the street is only dimly aware 
that a highly important Conference 
between four of the five signatories of the 
Treaty of Locarno has been in session at 
the Foreign Office since Thursday, and 
none of the stir that usually accompanies 
such occasions has been evoked by the 
transference of the League of Nations 
Council from Geneva to London. 

Among the London public at large there 
seems to be only one desire—that Great 
Britain shall keep herself free of war. 
The rights and wrongs of the question do 
not seem to matter; there is absolutely no 
trace of the fierce outbreak of public. feel. 
‘ng that followed the news of the Hoare- 
Laval Pact three months ago, and it is 
alinost certain that any agreement, either 
by the Foreign Office Conference or by the 
Council of the League, will be accepted 
without question so long as it does not 
lead to war or to any early danger of war.

ITALY BLAMES 
SANCTIONS

Screened behind what is described as an 
attitude of ‘‘watchful reserve,’’ Italy 
continues to follow the events in London 
with aloofness, says Reuter. 

It is confirmed that Signor Grandi at 
the London meeting ascribed the troubled 
position in Europe to sanctions. The 
situation, he said, was undoubtedly the 
gravest since the end of the war, and was 
due essentially to the policy of sanctions, 
which had gravely disturbed the relations 
between the Powers, and had shaken to its 
foundation the collaboration between them 
on which the Duce had laid the basis in 
the four-Power pact. 

As regards the position of Italy in the 
Treaty of Locarno, Signor Grandi said 
that, as a signator and guarantor, she had 
precise duties which made her contribu- 
tion essential. It was clear that, so long 
as the Abyssinian question remained un- 
solved “in accordance with the dictates 
of justice,” nothing more could be expected 
from Italy but an attitude of watchful 
reserve. 


WAR SUPPLIES 


It is pointed out that the Ambassador 
thus for the first time clearly linked up 
the Abyssinian problem with that of the 
Rhineland and compelled Great Britain 
to take note of the connection between 
the two subjects. 

It is clear now that Italy will not sup- 
port the imposition of sanctions against 
Germany. Since the League of Nations 
began to apply sanctions against her Italy 
has had to turn to Germany for a large 
quantity of her war supplies. At the 
same time it is authoritatively denied that 
Italy was negotiating with France for a 
withdrawa) of sanctiona. 


FORTIFICATIONS 


A reference to coming German fortifica- 
tions in the west was contained in last 
hight’s Diplomatic Correspondence, which 
is usually regarded as voicing the views of 
the Wilhelmstrasse. 

Nobody in Germany, it writes, will fee! 
disturbed by France’s immense fortifica- 
tions or complain about them, but no 
German would understand it—in fact, he 
would regard it as preposterous—if Ger- 
many were to surrender an essential part 
of its national territory without protectiun 
against whatever may happen. The 
fortifications, or the lines of resistance 
which Germany must reserve herself the 
right to build, have an exclusively 
defensive character for the protection ol 
the German western frontiers. 

Herr Hitler returned to Berlin yester- 
day, and last night he was in consultation 
with some of his high officials. Reports 
which circulated in Berlin that a Cabinet 
meeting had taken place were, however, 
denied b the Propaganda Ministry.

“The civil organisation of the occupied 
territories continues without interruption.

“ On the Bale front the daily action of 
our aeroplanes against the vital centres of 
the army of Dedjasmatch Beiene Mered 
continues vigorously.’’ 


ABYSSINIANS SHOT 


Seventeen Abyssinians whom the Italians 
claim to have identified as members of the 
force which attacked a body of workmen 
recently and killed a woman have been 
shot. 

The men were discovered in a cave, 
according to telegrams from Asmara. The 
men, it is declared, still had with them 
Italian bank notes alleged to have been 
taken from the Italian workmen. 

A report to Parliament states that the 
number of troops transported to East 
Africa totals 298,821, of whom five-sixths 
have been sent to Eritrea and one-sixth to 
Somaliland. Taking into account other 
movements of troops made by sea to re- 
inforce the efficiency of garrisons on which 
calls have been made for service in East 
Africa . . . the total movement of 
troops in the course of one year reaches 
the figure of about 360,000 men.

EVASION OF CUSTOMS DUTY 
ON FURNITURE

From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


F INES and penalties totalling £6,932 were imposed to-day, at Cork Dis- 


trict Court, on a well-known Cork auctioneer, Mr, Thomas Nagle, 


37 Merchant street. 

Before Mr. D. B. Sullivan a series of 
summonses were brought by the Attorney- 
General, at the suit of the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise, against the auc- 
tioneer in respect of the importation of 
second-hand furniture. In all there were 
ten summonses against him for being 
‘unlawfully and knowingly concerned in 
a fraudulent evasion of Customs duties 
on certain articles of second-hand furni- 
ture and goods.’’ The dates of the al- 
leged offences were given as between the 
12th January, 1934, and the 16th Decem- 
ber, 1935. There was a general summons 
for making a false declaration, between 
the 13th and the 16th December, 1935, 
with regard to the value of imported 
articles, and for which the penalty was 
stated to be £500. 

The following were the values of the 
ten consignments of furniture in respect 
of which the’ summonses were brought, 
and the penalties sought by the Revenue 
Commissioners :—

The Attorney-General was represented 
by Mr. J. Meagher (instructed by Mr. 
Maurice O’Connor, State Solicitor); and 
for the defendant—Mr. Shilman (in- 
structed by Mr. C. T. F. Russell, soli- 
citor) appeared. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Meagher said that im substance the case 
consisted of charges that for over three 
years defendant had been pursuing a 
system of undervaluing for the Customs 
furniture imported by him. It would 
appear, in fact, that the practice had 
been in existence for some nine years, but 
under the Statute of Limitation the 
Attorney-General was allo..l only three 
vears.in which to sue, and the sunimonses 
before the court accordingly only dealt 
with cases which had arisen within the 
past three years.

A week or so 
after the clearance of the goods he for- 
warded to Elyan a cheque for the fictitious 
amount, and in the meantime he paid 
the duty to the Customs. Ten or fourteen 
days after that Elyan sent Mr. Nagle a 
statement of accounts, contain. g simply 
the words ‘ To amount of account.” The 
statement of accounts was the balance that 
Mr. Nagle had to pay Mr. kElyan, 
and which, with the a.ount already 
paid, represented the true price ol 
the goods upon which Mr. Nagle 
should have paid duty. Mr. Nagle then 
sent a cheque for the second amount, but 
instead of sending it direct to Elyan he 
made this cheque payable to a payee called 
L. and I. Benson, of 19 Trongate, Glasgow, 
It would appear from the evidence we 
will put before you that Benson cashed 
these cheques in most instances, and 
handed over the money to Elyan; but 
there are sixteen cheques which will be 
produced, which are endorsed both by 
Benson and by Elyan, in respect of 
sixteen instances, when apparently Benson 
endorsed the cheques and handed them 
over to Elyan, and Elyan also endorsed 
and cashed them, getting the money from 
his own bank. There were about twenty 
importations made every year, and in each 
case the consignor was Mr. Elyan, and in 
each case this system of evading the proper 
duties was pursued.’”’ 

Counsel proceeded to state that approx!i- 
mately the real price paid for the goods 
imported would be three times the 
fictitious value which Mr. Nagle had de- 
clared to the Commissioners. 


34 PER CENT. OF VALUE 

Mr. Meagher then cited the details of 
several transactions showing the amounts 
of the cheques sent in the first instance 
to Mr. Elyan and those later sent to Mr. 
Benson. The analysis of the investigating 
officer showed that for 1934, where the 
goods were value for £100, Mr. Nagle 
declared them to be value only for 
£31. In the year 1935 the per- 
centage . value declared was only 
29.2 per cent. of the real value. If goods 
of this kind were brought in at the prices 
alleged it would mean that native manu- 
facturers could not compete, and the 
Revenue Commissioners wished it to be 
understood that they would take every 
opportunity to deal with persons whom 
they found pursuing such practices of duty 
evasion. The payment of these duties. was 
a matter of paramount importance to the 
national policy of the country. 

The facts were that on the 16th Decem- 
ber last Mr. O'Reilly, the investigation 
officer, examined a consignment of furni- 
ture, and it struck him that the prices 
declared for the articles were rather 
ridiculous, and entirely out of keeping with 
the prevailing market values. He inter- 
viewed Mr. Nagle, and Mr. Nagle asserted 
that the prices declared by him were the 
true prices of the furniture in each case. 
He asked Mr. Nagle to produce all books 
and documents relating to importations of 
furniture within recent months.

The Executive Council, at its meeting 
vesterdav, made an Order under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 1952, 
increasing the duty of 18s. (preferential 
rate 12s.) per cwt. imposed by the Finance 
Act, 1953, on imported yeast to a flat rate 
of 36s. per cwt. The increased rate ol 
duty will apply to yeast imported on or 
after 4th April, 1936. 

Under this Order the imperial pre- 
ference appears to be abolished. 

Yeast is at present being manufactured 
in Cork. Hitherto the chief imports to 
the Free State came from Great Britain 


and Holland.

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has made an Order dated 9th March, 
1936. under the Sheepskin (Control of 
Export) Act, 1934, whereby the export ot 
sheepskin from which the wool has not 
been removed: is prohibited, save under 
licence, during the period Ist April, 1956, 
to 3lst March, 1937. 

This Order continues the prohibition of 
the export of sheepskin which is already 
in operation under previous Orders made 
by the Minister on the 14th December, 
1934, and 27th March, 1935.

THE EMPLOYMENT OF 
BOILERMAKERS

Writing on behalf of the Ringsend Dock- 
yard (Dublin), Ltd., the managing director 
of the company (Mr. W. McMillan) refers to 


remarks made on Thursday last at a launch 
from the Dublin Dockyard Company’s slip 


that all Dublin boilermakers trained in ship- 
building work are employed hy the company. 
“In Ringsend dockyard, at the moment, 
and for some years, says Mr. McMillan, 
“the minimum of six such trained work- 
people have had continuous employment. 
“The reference made following the Dublin 
launch regarding the term boilermaker is 
somewhat incorrect. A boilermaker is a man 
who is trained either in the making or the 


repairing of boilers of one description or 


another. The term is frequently and loosely 
used when defining the skill of a steelworker, 


though one having little, if any, knowledge 


of boilers in particular. In the case of the 
building of a steel ship or other a 
vessel, the term is, when employed, 
erroneous. The steel-working craftsmen are 
sectionalised in hull construction as follows: 
Platers, riveters, caulkers and angle smiths 

“ Generally each of these sections are moré 
or less self-contained. That is to say, the so 
called boilermaker belongs.to either one of 
other of the sections mentioned. | 

“ The fact that the steel workers associated 
either with the building of a ship or the 
making of a boiler are, in general, members of 
the Boilermakers’ and Iron and Steel Ship- 
builders’ Society has led to the term boiler- 
makers. being applied to each and every 
section of the membership of that trades 
union,”
